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The track would require the r oustructioni of 22 
miles of track to connect the two communities. 
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A proposal to connect Heber 
City and park City by a rail line 
was presented to a combined 
meeting of representatives of the 
Wasatch County Chamber of 
Commerce, the Park City Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and other 
representatives of state and local 
government, by Mr. Lowe 
Ashton of the Heber Creeper. 

e plan that was presented 
by Mr. Ashton would entail the 
construction of eighteen miles of 
track between the existing 
railroad at Phoston and a 
connecting point at the Chalet in 
Wasatch County. 


The concept of.the rail 
connection between the two 
cities was brought into consider- 
ation by the announcement that 
rail service would no longer be 
required to move phosphate from 
the Phoston terminal operation in 
Wasatch County. With the 
elimination of this service the 
concept of making arrangements 
with Union Pacific to acquire the 
existing railroad was considered 


- possible. 


According to Mr. Ashton the 
connection of the two commun- 
ities would increase the tourist 
use of the Heber Creeper by up

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- The Summit and Wasatch 
County Commissioners have 
announced the formation of a 
special group to promote the 
continued maintenañce and pos- 
sible expansion of railroad lines 
in the two counties. The 
Summit-Wasatch Railroad Co- 
mmission is co-chaired by 
Summit County Commissioner 
Cliff Blonquist and Wasatch 
County Commissioner Pete Cole- 
- man. : 
According to the Commission- 
ers, the group has two main 
purposes: to preserve the Union 
Pacific Branch rail line from Echo 
to northern Wasatch County and 
Park City and to explore the 
possibilities of linking Heber 
Valley and Park City by rail. 
Commissioner Blonquist stat- 


ed that the branch line is 
“threatened by declining rail 
traffic and the closure of the 
Chevron loading plant at Phos- 
ton. Keeping the line in place is 
important in maintaining future 


‘resource development options.”’ 


Commissioner Coleman added, 
“There is the possibility of 
establishing a significant recreat- 
ional attraction by connecting 
Heber Valley with the Park City 
area.” ' 

The Commission will attempt 
to acquire the existing line if 
possible. Both Commissioners 
agreed, however, that the two 
counties have no interest in 
running a railroad. The commis- 
sion will work with private 
interests in promoting operation- 
al aspects.
